As a mother of two 
small children attending the Elk Grove Unified School District, I have a vested interest in 
the success of our district. My children attend Elliott Ranch Elementary and Elizabeth 
Pinkerton Middle School. 

i have lived in Elk Grove since 1992, When I got married and had children, I wanted to 
stay in Elk Grove to raise my family primarily because the education available to our 
children is the best. I want to ensure that this tradition continues, 

I am an active community parent. I have been a member of Laguna Sunrise Rotary and 
have served on the board of directors to the Elk Grove Food Bank and Elk Grove Teen 
Center. I am also an active parent volunteer in my children's school. While working full 
time and raising my family, I have always made time for my community and my 
willingness to serve to help improve the lives of our residents. Balancing daily 
challenges is not new to me, I worked full time, put myself through law school and 
managed to start a family during the same time period. I excel at balancing work, being 
a parent, a spouse, and community leader. 

1 have served on the Elk Grove Teen Center Board of Directors for many years. Through 
this service, I have helped changed the lives of many at risk students in the district 
through positive change. The Elk Grove Teen Center provides core developmental 
building blocks for our community's teens through mental, physical and spiritual well- 
being. The center offers free breakfast to middle school and high school students. 
Friday Night Madness offers a safe place for teens to spend Friday nights with various 
scheduled activities. The Homework Help program allows volunteer high school honor 
and AP students to share their knowledge and make a positive impact on younger 



students. The Teen Idol event showcases local talent for ages 11-18 and is open to 
students in EGUSD. As a board member, I have helped changed the lives of our youth. 

The passion to serve began as a summer Intern for Sacramento's Mayor, the late Joe 
Sema, Jr. I was entrusted to develop a reading program for at-risk children in 
Sacramento's most challenging neighborhoods. I coordinated with schools, parents, 
teachers, and the greater community to launch The Mayor's Summer Reading Camp. 
The program recruited first and second graders that were falling behind in school for a 
no-cost two week reading program. Volunteers were recruited to staff the camps 
throughout Sacramento. Private funds were raised to offset the supplies needed to run 
the camps. I was the primary coordinator for nearly four years. Then President Clinton 
recognized and praised the program for its innovation. The Mayor's Summer Reading 
Camp was adopted by subsequent Mayors that continued the tradition as part of their 
administration. I learned quickly that one person can make a difference. 

Currently, I serve as the Executive Vice President / Chief Operating Officer for The 
California Lodging Industry Association (CLIA). I am the association's chief officer. Within 
months of beginning my position with CLIA, I developed a business plan and secured 
private funding to launch a national association modeled after the CLIA. CLIA is the only 
lodging association in the country made of independent hotels, hotel owners, 
operators, and other small business owners. The Independent Lodging Industry 
Association launched in May 2011 and enjoys 3,000 members nationally. CLIA and ILIA 
are the only associations that are not controlled or operated by chain hotels. Both 
associations represent the small hotel voice in the industry. CLIA and ILIA are on the 
forefront fighting cities against Transient Occupancy Tax abuses, increased costs to 
travel and tourism, burdensome legislation and regulation by governmental agencies, 
and more. Innovation is one of my greatest strengths. 

Throughout my professional career, I have interacted with governmental and legislative 
bodies from the national, state, and local level. I have in depth knowledge of the 
legislative process and the decisions being made at the State Capitol and their impacts 
on education. A school board trustee that understands how this works and has 
relationships with lawmakers is a valuable asset to the district. The toughest job as a 
board member is to balance the need of putting kids first in light of the political and 
economic realities facing public education. 

As an immigrant from India, my family moved to this country with the promise of a 
better future for their children. They worked hard and put my brother and me through 
college. Our entire family calls Elk Grove home and all the children attend schools in this 
district. My brother and I are both the products of public education. Public schools 
allowed our immigrant family to establish strong roots in the community while 



providing quality education fo|^,v^otheB and «$.,! want to continue the. District's 
mission and provide a learning community that challenges all students to realize their 
greatest potential. Education is our greatest strength. 

Recently, our community faced a tragedy with the shootings and murder of two elderly 
Sikhs gentlemen. The unsolved murders left our community grief-stricken. With the 
help of my fellow Sikh leaders, I helped organize the first ever American Sikh Day at the 
State Capitol. The purpose of the event was to showcase who Sikhs are, our 
contribution to our community, and a better understanding of our faith. Education is a 
key component to breaking down stereotypes and making better neighbors. Nearly 
1000 people attended the rally and many lawmakers adorned themselves in traditional 
Sikh turbans and Indian suits as a show of solidarity. While the murders have not been 
solved, I continue to play a role educating the media, working with the police 
department and others in the Inter-Faith Alliance to breakdown racism and 
stereotypes. Elk Grove is a diverse community representing all faiths and races. 
Fostering understanding and educating starts with our children. 

In conclusion, I hope you consider me as a candidate for this position. I am a proven 
leader in the community. My professional and community service will bring a broad 
range of experience, knowledge and skills for EGUSD. I have a solid professional 
background. I will work well with my colleagues. EGUSD is well known for strong 
collaboration and teamwork that has been established over the years. I respect and 
admire the Board of Trustees work as a unified voice collectively advocating in the best 
interest of our children and education. The board has done an incredible job keeping 
politics out and demonstrated as a shining example to other boards, commissions, and 
councils how to work together for the common good, t want to be part of this team.
